In  tlio  closing 
seconds  of  the  gamo  Ungles  clipped  in 
another  for  Maryville  making  the  final 
score  28  to  22,  much  to.-  the  displeasure 
of  the  3,500  fans  iat  the  Springfield 
gym  but  highly'  pleasing  tlio  howling 
mob  of  400  in  Maryville.
